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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the 1 12 firest rejection is maintained because 
although the claims require binding as stated in the response, the specification as well as the prior art does not teach an antibody with 
only one CDR that binds. The 103 rejection is maintained. The response states that Bohlen needed anti-CD28 antibodies with his 
molecule (see page 12 of response). In response to this Bohlen et al teach a bispecific molecule directed to the antigens claims, 
regardless of any additional molecules. The difference is that Bohlens molecule is not a single chain. The response states that 
Kipriyonov's molecules which were made like Gruber did not function and Kipriyanov's studies after Mack would provide evidence to not 
pursue a single chain antibody (see page 14 of response), in response to this argument, the art of Kipriyanov (int J cancer 77:763-772, 
1998) is not prior art because it was published after the effective filing date of the application. The art of Mack teaches a bispecific single 
chain antibody in the orientation claimed and it was functional. Therefore one reading Mack would conclude that the orientation is 
essential and would pick the orientation claimed.
